What Summer Fires 
_ Do To The Soil 


Experimental Farm Note 


There isa right and a Wrong time to clear land with fire. The 


correct time is When the soil is moist 


In 1919 the Dominion Department of the Interior made an 
experimental spring-burn of land in Northern Alberta, The area 
chosen was covered with scattered dead and green poplirs, three 
to eightinches, with numerous areas of small windfall and 
clumps of Poplar and Willow brush. The spring was an ordinary 
one. Under these circumstanes the cost of clearing was reduced 
80% by one fire, yet it Was claimed that the soil was not damag- 


ed even under the he»viest windfalls,where the fires were hottest 


On the other hand, during the drouthy summer of 1922 wide- 
spread fires devastated the North Country, killing lirge areas of 
merchantable conifers— some on land unfit for agriculture—and, 
worse still, destroying thousands of acres of vegetable mould, 
leaving behind » raw erude subsoil on Which only leguminous 
crops, such as Vetch and Peavine, could be expected to flourish. 
For crops other than legumes these hard-burned soils will be

unproductive until restored by 1 long process of apbuilding, in 


which, by the way Swest Clover might play a useful part. Even 
the ash left by the fire is liable to be eroded by wind or water, 
and when this occurs a particularly impoverished soil results, 
with the denuded subsoil often showing a large percentage of 


stones, since these are not readily dislodged 


In certain districts of the Peace River country there are raw, 
hard-burned, rocky knolls or ridges of that character, as well as 
some draws, where the surface Joam is thin, These commonly 


produce inferior crops 


It requires humus and plenty of it to make a soil completely 
fertile, The usual five to six inches of fibrous black loam mould 
is a heritage of stored-up plant food awaiting the husbandman.
